Heavy Purchase of Land 


Winnipeg, July 28.—One of the larg- 
est individual transactions in land 
ever recorded in the west, involving 
probably $750,000, has beea completed 
by the purehase by E. W. Day, of Tor- 
onto, of twelve townships of land 
from the C.P.R. in Alberta.

Their visit gave them a great deal 
of pleasure.

The gentlemen representing, as they 
do, large European banking interests, 
are taking their present trip through 
the west for the purpose of gathering 
information regarding its resources, 
climate and possibilities. They will 
probebly invest heavily in Western 
Canadian lands. This will be one of 
the minor benefits to be derived fron 
the visit of these financiers; the great 
benefit will be the immigration which 
will inevitably set this way from the 
report which they, will give on return- 
ing to their European homes.

London, July 27th.—The British gov- 
trnment ‘s gend:ng instructions to Sir 
Chariss Hardinge, the British ambas- 
eador to Russia, ic-day, to energeti- 
cally protest against the sinking of the 
British steamer Knight Ccmmanderby 
the Russian Viad!vostock squadron. 

Until the presentation of the note to 
the Russ‘an government the greatest 
secrecy Wii be maintained regarding 
its contents, but ‘t is known thaff!Pre- 
mer Baifour and h's colleagues have 
decided to demand that the fullest re- 
aration shall be made by Russia, or 
measures Will be taken to follow up 
the diplicmat®: demands. 

The British nete, ag Sir Charies 
Hardinge wil submit it, will nct men- 
tion the amount of indemnity Russia 
must pay the owners of the ship and 
British subjects having goods cn/ the 
veasel, but all that will be sought will 
be the establishment of the principle 
ef indemnity and apology. A ealute of 
the British flag must alsd be conceded 
and the future protection of neutral 
stipping assured. 

The attitude of the British govern- 
ment ‘s the result of thorough consid- 
eation given to the jeparts rece:ved 
from Sir Charles McDonald, the Brit- 
wh minister st Tokio, ang the examin- 
ation of international law authoritles 
by legal experts.
